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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


In Nineteen Eighty Nine, more road repairs were made in accordance 
with our long range plan. Some repairs and improvements were made 
to town buildings, such as a new roof over the stage area of the town 
hall, along with some new wiring, outlets and emergency lights. At the 
library, the bathroom was made useable for all times of the year. Also 
added was a handicap ramp so anyone can now get into the library. At 
the fire station a roof was put over the side door and the door casing 
was repaired. A railing was put up to the balcony, per our Safety Loss 
Prevention Representative from the insurance company. In addition 
to this, we had an unplanned expense of having to replace the oil 
burner. With the donation of time and labor of some of the firemen, 
we were able to keep the cost at a minimum. 


With the above type of cooperation and that of many more people, 
plus the state changing its formula in regard to funding of the schools; 
and some change in the land use change tax, we were again able to 
have a lower tax rate.

SULLIVAN PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During the 1989, the Planning Board launched several projects in- 
cluding preliminary steps toward creating a capital improvements pro- 
gram and updating the master plan. A major task was finally com- 
pleted with the adoption on December 6, 1989, of the new subdivision 
rulesand regulations. The new regulations bring our town in line with 
the changes in State Law as well as clarifying a number of our prac- 
tices. The most important change is that the regulations are organized 
by section. The sections detail in clear language the steps that must be 
taken in order to file a subdivision, what information must be provid- 
ed to the Planning Board, and the grounds for approval or disap- 
proval of a proposal. 


Several members of the board attended the annual Municipal Law 
Lecture Series and one member attended a formal course in land use 
planning. . 


During the year ending December 31, 1989, the board was presented 
with four subdivision proposals. Two were approved, one was not ap- 
proved, and one is pending as we enter 1990. 


The Board’s major goal for next year is to complete updating the 
Master Plan. With the passage of the Community Planning Ordinance 
in March of 1989 and the completion of the new Subdivision Regula- 
tions, the Board can turn its full attention to the vital task of a new 
Master Plan. Once that has been accomplished, we will have the basis 
for the capital improvements program.

This location has the best soils base and 
would require clearing and filling for development of an additional 
area for lots. It was recommended that development begin in 1990 and 
be spread over several years in order to lessen the tax impact of 
developmental costs. The new lot area should be completed and 
available by the mid 1990’s.

Meetings were held by 8 organizations during the year: The Library 
Trustees, Supervisors of the Checklist, Freinds of The Library, Plan- 
ning Board, Boy Scouts’ Executive Board, The Conservation and 
Recycling Committees, and a single meeting by the Budget Commit- 
tee.
